Kiuley, president of the United States 
of America 
“ SiK—General Weyley has arrived 
in this district of Saiicti Espíritu, with a 
numerous army. 
He comes not to fight 
nor to exTsiee his strength to the forcea 
w ith which I defend these parts, but 
as a sanguinary and cruel general, who 
will avoid combats and snread crime 
and desolation everywhere. 
“ He comes to murder the peasants in 
the field, to k ill the children, and to 
drive our persecuted 
and 
outraged 
women to the woods, leaving their 
homes to be burned, their hearths vio­ 
lated and their g irdeus destroyed. This 
is how General Weyler paidfies Saiicti 
Espíritu, or wherever ho may be Then 
he authorizes those wtio a.sk him for 
bread for their children and alleviation 
for their miseries to go out into the 
country and to steal and destroy w hat­ 
ever they may find. 
“ Witli tliis’ {s» rinit me to send you a 
aipy of a letter which 1 had the honor 
to send your predecessor in ofliee, Mr. 
Grover Cleveland, 
it is the hope that 
it may move you to saered aetion that 
induces me to tak e up my 
|m‘U to trouble 
you.” 
The following is a portion of the le t­ 
ter • 
“ Penm t a man whose soul Is torn 
w ithin him by the contemplation of un­ 
utterable crimes to raise his voice to 
the supreme chief of a peoule, free, 
cultivated and powerful. 
“ I» not, 1 beg. regard this action as 
an 
inojiiKirtune act 
of 
officialism. 
You yourself autliori/.ed it when vou 
conceded to me a place in vour last 
mes-iage to congress. 
“ Even more, 1 b g you, do not regard 
It as a rainest for intervention in our 
affaiin. 
Wo Cubans have thrown our­ 
selves into this war, am tideut in our 
strength. 
The wisdom of the American 
ptMiTile should alone decide what course 
of action vou should tak e. 
“ 1 will not hi>eak of the Cubans in 
arms 
Ño, 1 raise my voice only m the 
name of unarmed .Americans, victims 
of a frightful cruelty. 
I raise it in the 
name of weak ness and of innocence 
saerificed. with forgetfulness of the ele­ 
mentary jtriiiciples of humanity and the 
etiTiial maxims of Christian morality 
sacrificed brutally in the closing days of 
the nineteenth century, at the very 
gates of the great nation which smnds 
so high ill modern culture; sacrificed 
there bv decaving Enrojiean monarchy, 
which lia.s the sad glorv of setting forth 
the horrors of the miiidle ages. 
“Cur struggle with Spain has an

numerous army 
He comes not to tight 
nor to expose his strength to the forces 
w ith which I defend these parts, but 
as a sanguiu iry ami cruel general, who 
will avoid combats anil soread crime 
and desolation everywhere. 
"H e comes to murder the peasants in 
the field, to kill th*- children, and to 
drive our persecuted 
aud 
outraged 
women to the woods, leaving their 
homes lo be burned, their hearths vio­ 
lated and their gardens destroyed. This 
is how General Weyler pacifies Lanett 
Espiritu, or wherever he may tie Then 
he authorizes thi s., who ask him for 
bread for their children arid alleviation 
for their miseries to go out into the 
country and to steal aud destroy w hat­ 
ever I hey may find. 
"W ith this, permit me to send you a 
copy of a letter which I had the honor 
to send jrour predecessor iii office^ Mr. 
Grover Cleveland. 
It is the hope that 
it may move j on to sacred action that 
induces mc to take nj) my pen to trouble 
yon."

"Even more, I b g you. do not regard 
it as a re*jnest for intervention in oar 
affairs. 
We Cubans have thrown our­ 
selv e s into flu 
war, confident in our 
strength. 
The wisdom of the American 
p eop le should aion*' decide w hat course 
of action you should take. 
"I will not speak of the Cubans in 
arms 
No, I raise my voice only in the 
name of unarmed Americans, victim* 
of a frightful cruelty. 
I raise if in the 
name of w e a k n e ss and of innocence 
sacrificed, with forgetfulness of the ele­ 
mentary principles of hum anity and the 
eternal maxims of Christian morality 
sacrificed brutally in tho closing days of 
the nineteenth century, at the very 
g a te s of the great nation which stands 
so high in modern culture; sacrificed 
there bv decaying European monarchy, 
which lias the sad glory of setting forth 
the horrors of the middle ages 
• ‘Our struggle with Spain has an as­ 
pect very interesting to that hum anity 
of which you are so noble an exemplar, 
ami to this aspect I wish to call your il­ 
lustrious attention.’’
